Portable Printing Presses. | 


Dublin tramway passengers who have 
used the Donnybrook to Phenix Park 
service within the past few days have been 
very much interested in a new and un- 
canny kind of contrivance which enables 
the conductor to dispense with his old 
bell-punch and bundles of multi-coloured 
tickets. The new apparatus is nothing 
less than a complete printing and calcu- 
lating machine combined. By a simple 


—— 


process of dialling—on the automatic tele- 

yhone system—-and depressing a short 
aa the conductor, within a fraction of 
a second, turns a piece of blank paper into 
a receipt which shows the amount o°: fare 
paid, the stage which it covers, the date 
of issue and other particulars. The whole 
contraption is almost weird in the 
apparent simplicity and speed with which 
it plays the parts of printer and recording 
cash register. At any moment it shows 
the amount which should be in the cash 
bag. The friendly conductor who first 
showed me how the machine worked was 
eloquent of its virtues as a time and 
trouble saver. 


A ®echanical Wizard. 


The departure is so interesting—and 
seems to be capable of so many applica- 
tions—that I obtained Mr. Marshall 
Harriss’s readily accorded leave to illus- 
trate the machine and its product. Some 
explanations which he added are still 
more surprising. Not only a dozen dif- 
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ferent denominations of single tickets, and 
a whole variety of transfer vouchers 
(incidentally including ‘‘ returns ” which 
entitle holders to visit the “ Zoo’’), but 
all kinds of permutations and commuta- 
tions to meet special conditions can be 
produced instantly by the conductor. 
Weighing just over three pounds, the 
magazine holds sufficient paper and ink 
to turn out as many as 1,500 perfect 
tickets. The innovation is not merely 
evidence .of enterprise on the part of Mr. 
Harriss and his colleagues, but, for long 
enough, will be a piece of mechanical 
wizardry to excite the curiosity of our 
rising generation of tramway and ‘bus 
passengers. I am glad to have learned 
incidentally that the company’s traffics in 
1932 were so good as to justify the direc- 
tors in adding further large numbers of 
“luxury ” tramcars and omnibuses_ to 
their already formidable fieets.

Mr. William-O'Reilly. 


A. Correspondent: writes:—There has 
been. recent mention of the Trish Knights 
of Malta in the Diary, and it is interesting 
to.xeeord the-admission of another*K night 
of honour and devotion to their ranks in 
the person of Mr. William Joseph 
O'Reilly, J.P., D.L., of Knock Abbey, Co. 
Louth. 

Born in 1864, Mr. O'Reilly is the son of 
the eelebrated Major Myles O'Reilly, who 
commanded the Irish Battalion in the 
Army of Pius IX. in 1860, and earned con- 
siderable distinction for himself and those 
serving under him by his gallant conduct, 
especially at the siege of Spoleto, as has 
been graphically told by George Berkely. 

At the close of the ‘contést Major 
O’Reilly was created a Knight Commander 
of the Order of Pius IX., and returning 
to Ireland later, entered Parliament as a 
Home Rule member for Longford: under 
Isaac Butt: He was keenly interested in 
the educational problems of his day, and 
associated himself with those, who,*under 
Cardinal Newman, were responsible.for the 
establishment of a Roman Catholic 
University in Ireland. i 

The new Knight of Malta has given 
evidence before the Royal Commission, 
whose report was responsible for the erec- 
tion of the present National University. 
He is, in addition, a member of the 
Censorship of Publications in Ireland 
Board, and in 1926 was appointed Private 
Chamberlain to His Holiness Pius XI. 


“ MWlyles the Slasher.” 


The family history of the O'Reillys is 
interesting to investigate. Literally de- 
scended from Brian, fourth Milesian King 
of Connaught, they later allied themselves 
with the O’Rourkes, Princes of Breffny, 
and many other ancient Irish families. In 
Queen *Elizabeth’s time the most cele- 
brated member of the family was a certain 
Mvles “the beautiful,” whose devotion 
to Elizabeth earned him the nick-name of 
‘the Queen’s O'Reilly.” Myles “ the 
beautiful” was killed in battle on the 
banks of the Blackwater in the latter part 
of the sixteenth century. | 

In the time of Charles I. another Myles 
O'Reilly, commonly called ‘‘ The Slasher.’’ 
was a celebritéd cavalry leader. He was 
slain at the head of his troop whilst defend- 
ing the Bridge of Fitifiea against the Scots 
in 1644, and to this day his swotd may be 
seen hanging on the walls of Knock Abbey. 


Feeding Birds. 


The wagtails in O’Connell streét are not 
the only birds that enjoy Dubliners’ 
hospitality; for seagulls, pigeons, tits and 
others are fed in Dublin in great numbers. 

A crowd of pigeons descend daily near 
one lady as soon as she emerges from her 
door near St. Stephen’s Green in the early 
morning. Many people feed seagulls both 
intentionally and unintentionally, because 
it must be obvious to anyone who has 
watched the ducks in the Green being fe.l 
that the seagulls secure a great deal of 
what is thrown to them. How many windows 
in Dublin and the suburbs are dotted witch 
crumbs of bread for birds, not to speak ot 
the windows in Clare street where the 
herring-gull has knocked for his breakfast 
for years past. Although bird friends 
generally believe that it is only with the 
aid of a cocoanut fasténed to the sill that 
the tits are attracted, I have watched them 
pecking crumbs from the window-sill of a 
friend who lives in the heart of Dublin. 
All kinds of birds—thrushes, robins, 


sirable on such occasions, but I am afraid 
the sudden appearance of such a 
phenomenon made me forget the old super- 
stition. ‘The bird is really black and | 
white: the lower part of the body 
definitely black, the centre part pure 
white, while the head and neck are 
mottled in'both colours. It is said that 
other blackbirds look with disfavour on 
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sparrows—frequent this sill, the tits usually 
alone. I have also observed that. these 
birds are peculiarly lacking in the instinct 
governing food acquisition ; for no sooner 
have they secured a really tasty morsel 
than they push it nearer and nearer to 
the sill edge until finally they push it

GRASS SILAGE. 
——-b—— 
RESULTS OF FEEDING 
EXPERIMENTS. 


At a scientific meeting of the Royal Dublin 
Society yesterdayeMr. E. J. Sheehy, Univer- 
sity College, Dublin, read a paper on ‘ Grass 
Silage,’’ by Professor ©. Boyle, of University 
College, Cork, who described the method of 
preparing silage, and alluded to feeding ex- 
periments. These experiments, he said, went 
to show that 3lbs. of silage was equal to 11b. 
of hay in feeding value. and also that .4lbs. 
of silage- was equel to Ilb. of roots. 

This paper, Professor Boyle said, did not 
pretend to add any new knowledge in respect 
of silage, the report being confirmatory of the 
work done and published by Professor Drew 
and his colleagues at the Albert Agricultura! 
College. Professor Drew's experiments on 
Silage, he said, were extensive, while this 
paper dealt only with a few short tests. 

Mr. M. J. Gorman, of the Department of 
Agriculture and Botany, University College. 
Dublin, spoke of the methods employed in 
the botanical analysis of grass-land, and 
pointed out that, with a few exceptions, the 
units employed in sampling made subsequent 
calculations of the results troublesome. It 
' was suggested that an area equal to the one 
hundred thousandth of an acre should be 
taken as the unit. Two forms of samples used 
in grass-land work were exhibited. 

Mr. G. C. Brock submitted a paper on “AA 
New Form of Silyer Filter for Ultra-Violet 
Light,’ which was read by Dr. J. H. J. 
Poole. It described an easy method of making 
a celloidal silver filter from an ordinary 
photographic lantern plate. The filter, he 
said, was opaque to visible light, but it trans- 
mitted ultra-violet light. The filter showed 
some improvement over existing sputtered 
filters, and was easier to manufacture. lt 
had been developed in work in connection 
with deciphering old manuscripts.

ELUSIVE STAMPS. 

The first stamps used in the Federated 
Malay States were those of Negri Sembilan 
and Perak (head of tiger and group of 
elephants series), overpriuted in ‘block type 
2 Federated Malay States,” in two lines.

A **COOLIDGE”’ STAMP.

NEW FORMS OF 
CONCRETE. 


A DUBLIN LECTURE. 


That two new forms of reinforced concrete 
have recently been invented in Dublin was 
disclosed in a lecture by Mr. A D. Delap, 
M.Inst.C.E., last night to the Architectural 
Association of Ireland at 8 Merrion square, 
Dublin. 

In the course of the lecture, Mr. Delap 
pointed out that until the last thirty or forty 
years concrete was hardly used in Ireland, 
and that its use depended very largely upon 
the Unwin Report, which formed the basis 
of virtually all concrete calculations until 
fhe recent memorandum issued by the British 
Ministry of Transport, which authoritatively 
gave much higher stresses than had been per- 
mitted under the Unwin Report. This had 
led to a considerable advance. 

“ More recent developments have been fore- 
shadowed,’ he said, “by the production oí 
two new forms of reinforcement which are 
being manufactured in Dublin, and which | 
think are likely to lead to interesting develop- 
ments.”’ One of these reinforcements, he 
explained, was by the use of twisted wires, 
and the other was by the substitution of jute 
for steel. 

The twisted wire reinforcement gave enor- 
mously greater adhesion between the concrete 
and steel, and the use of jute enabled many 
concrete structures. to. be built far Jighter 
than otherwise and virtually without any 
centring.

THE “DISTANCE RECORD” 
FLIGHT. 


Fe away in the a 9 fastnesses of 


the mountains which constitute the 
North-West Frontier of India, over the 
roof of the world, a formation of Royal Arr 
Force aeroplanes has accomplished, for the 
second year in succession, a flight that grips 
the imagination as few flying adventures can 
be expected to nowadays. Even the some- 
what uninspired summarised report by the 
Air Ministry fails to obscure entirely the 
glamour of the journey and the awe-inspiring 
majesty of summit upon towering summit 
through which the flying machines threaded 
their way. i 
Five Hawker “Hart ' day-bombing aero- 
planes, chosen from the eguipment of a 
sguadron stationed at Risalpur, one of the 
nearest Service aerodromes to the frontier, 
ascended, under the command of Flight 
Lieutenant F. H. Isaac, early in the morning. 
Their destination was Gilgit, nearly three 
hundred miles away and lying beside the 
igantic bulk of Rakoposhi, a JLitan of the 
Freadbayas, which rises 25,500 feet above sea 
level. Flying at an average speed of 125 
miles an hour, they landed at Gilgit before 
noon, having travelled steadily at heights oí 
10,000 feet and over on their way along the 
mountain river valleys. i 
Fifty minutes after leaving Risalpur the 
aeroplanes passed high over Shang, following 
thence the line of the Indus to Jalkot 
and Banadazasin, where they turned east with 
the course of the river. Thickening clouds 
above 10,000 feet at first decided the leader 
to steer a course just below that height the 
better to watch the weather ahead. Farther 
along the valley widens, and, though broken 
cloud masses be the mountain sides up 
to more than 17, feet, the valley was clear. 
Waiting to greet the flyers, with a similar 
visit by a formation of ‘‘ Wapiti’’ biplanes 
during the previous year still fresh in their 
minds, were six or seven hundred of the 
pulace, headed by the Mir of Nagir and 
is followers. Major Gillan, the political 
agent at Gilgit, tendered official welcome. So 
rapidly is ‘‘ air-mindedness ” spreading in 
this remote region that the local inhabitants 
were quick to recognise the “ Hart” aero- 
planes as different from the craft which had 


visited them twelve months before. 


IN FORMATION. 


During a stay of three days at Gilgit the 
aeroplanes made several flights over the sur- 
rounding country. They flew in formation 
past the peak of Rakoposhi up the Hunza 
river valley to Nagir, where the Mir ordered 
the firing of.a a, gun at intervals as 
the aircraft passed overhead. From the air 
every house-top was seen to be crowded with 
eople, who demonstrated their enthusiasm 
á waving their chogas and throwing their 
hats in the air. The sight of the north side 
of Rakoposhi, with its mighty glaciers, from 
which streams flow northwards into the 
Hunza valley, brought gasps of admiration 
from the flyers, and some magnificent photo- 
grapbs were taken. aa 

Another flight. over the Punial district 
gave the flyers a glimpse of the peaks in the 
Karakoram range, which lies along the 
northern border of Kashmir. Visibility was 
perfect. aud from a height of 12,000 feet above 
the valley of the Gilgit River the airmen 
could see for hundreds of miles over a moun 
tain panorama that is unequalled in the 
world. 

intervals in the stay were filled 
various ways, includizg a polo match and a 
dance organised by tho Gilgit scouts. The 
return journey to Risaipur was made in quick 
time without incident. Once again aeroplanes 
had proved up to the hilt their ability to 
operate safely and effectively over the hill 
country—ability which has largely contributed 
in the past few years to the tranquility of 
what were formerly among the most turbulent 
provinces on the frentiers of the Empire. 
From start to finish neither the “Hart” 
aeroplanes nor their 500 h.p.‘* Kestrel’’ motors 
gave the slightest trouble. A point worth 
mention is that the heating apparatus in both 
the pilot’s and observer’s cockpits of these 
fine machines proved so efficient that extra 
clothing was unnecessary even at the greatest 
heights attained. The system employs the 
water circulating in the engine radiators. An 
additional feature contributing to the com- 
fort of the occupants is the excellent location 
and design of the cockpits, which provide 
shelter from the wind without impeding the 
vision of the pilot or observer. 


LONG FLIGHT DELAY. 


Once again luck has gone against the Royal 
Air Force long-range enterprise. Another 
full moon has begun to wane without the big 
monoplane, carrying fuel sufficient for a non- 
stop flight to South Africa, leaving Cranwell 
Aerodrome on the great adventure. This 
time illness has intervened, Flight-Lieut. 
D. L. G. Bett; the second pilot and navigator, 
was smitten suddenly last week, just as the 
final arrangements for an early start were 
going forward, and was found to be so 
seriously indisposed that a substitute in 
Flight-Lieut. G. E. Nicholetts has been ap- 
pointed to succeed him. Squadron-Leader 
O. R. Gayford remains in command. __Intro- 
duction of a new pilot, who knew little or 
nothing of the scheme, inevitably meant post- 
ponement, and the flyers cannot now leave 
till the February full moon period between 
the fifth and twelfth of the month. 

Flight-Lieutenant Nicholetts, thirty years 
of age, is an officer possessing much 
knowledge of air navigation and a skilled 
pilot of large aeroplanes, having spent much 
of his service career in charge of big multi- 
engined flying boats. Like many other com- 
missioned: officers in the Service, he began 
with the Navy, serving in H.M.S. Temeratre 
before transferring to the R.A.F. Cadet 
College at speeailer: in 1921. Since then he 
has served in the Mediterranean, with the 
Far East flight at Singapore, and in home 
waters. At the time of his appointment to 
the long-range enterprise, he was acting as 
adjudant to No. 2 Flying Training School, 
which is stationed at Digby, Lincolnshire, 
only a few miles from Cranwell. He was 
granted the Air Force Cross in the new year 
of 1931.

A RABBIS TRIBUTE. 


For forty-two years now the Rev. Harris 
L. Price has been minister of the St. John’s 
Wood Synagogue, London, He has just 
retired, and in a talk with an Evening 
News Correspondent he had something to 
say about the way England treats her Jews. 

‘* Jews living in England,” he said, ‘‘are 
the luckiest in the world. It is the one 
country where they really get fair play. 
England, thank God, is still the land of 
liberty and the home of the oppressed.’’ 

Mr, Price was born in Manchester, ‘‘l 
call myself a Lancashire lad,’’ he said. “My 
thoughts are those of an Englishman, yet 
I remain a Jew, and always shall. The Jew 
absorbs his environment ‘completely in ail 
but spiritual things. 

“I think as an Englishman thinks. An 
American Jew thinks as an American, but 
we both pray as Jews. Jews—and proud of 
it. The Duke of Norfolk is no prouder of 
being a duke than a Jew is of being a Jew. 

‘We Jews, without a home of our own, 
are intensely loyal to the home of our adop- 
fion, I was chaplain during the war, and 1 
know how lads of Jewish faith stood shoulder 
to shoulder with Christians and died together 
with them as Englishmen.” ; 

Mr. Price has been presented with an illu- 
minated testimonial and a cheque for more 
than £1,000 in recognition of his ministry.

MOTHER'S RUSE TO 
OBTAIN SON. 


BOUND OVER FOR 


Mrs. Lucy Adeline Foilows, of West View, 
Trentham road, Longton, Stoke-on-Trent. 
was placed on probation for two years at 
Burslem Stipendiary Court yesterday when 
charged that she did “unlawfully induce and 
knowingly assist Frederick William Follows, 
a patient at Stallington Hall Institution for 
TY Defectives to escape from the institu- 
ion,” 

It was made a condition of her probation 
that she gave an undertaking not to interfere 
legally with the patient, her son, during his 
stay at the institution. 

Mr, W. Ireland, Assistant Solicitor to the 
Stoke-on-Trent Corporation, said the Cor- 
wag os took a very serious view of the case. 

‘he boy became a patient at Stallington Hall 
on July 17, 1931, and remained there for 
twelve months on an order, and a new order 
had been issued for a further twelve months. 

On January 15 Mrs. Follows arrived at 
Stallington Hall in a motor car, and went to 
the boys’ quarters. There she saw the sister 
in charge, and told her that her husband 
was going round to the front door to pay for 
a rug he had bought from the institution, 
and also to obtain permission to take the 
boy out. She made the request that he 
should be allowed to sit in the car with her 
until her husband came back, and the sister 
then communicated with the matron, as a 
result of which the patient was allowed to 
sit in the cag, 

Following arother communication from the 
matron, the sister went out, but failed to 
find Mr. Follows, anywhere in the grounds, 
and when she returned the car and the 
patient had both disappeared. 

Lhe matron immediately took steps through 
certain authorities to try and recover the 
patient, but he was not returned to the 
institution until after the mother 
arrested, 

Detective Constable Godson said when he 
read the warrant to Mrs. Follows she said : 
“1 took him away because I wanted him to 
see a specialist at Manchester. Asked where 
the boy was, she replied: “ He is not here. 
He is at some relatives.”” At Longton Police 
Station she said: “I took him away. 1 
thought I had the right to. I am his mother.” 

Mr. Douglas Jenkins, of Birmingham, 
defending, said that the father, only too 
anxious to do his best for the boy's future, 
had let him go to the institution thinking it 
was an appropriate place, and also that he 
would be there for only twelve months. 
Instead he was retained, and the mother 
thought that if a specialist could see the boy 
something more could be done in his interest, 
but ail her efforts to obtain permission to 
have the boy so that she could take him to 
see a specialist had been unsuccessful. 

“The whole proceedings have been most 
high-handed,’’ counsel continued, ‘‘ and this 
woman was forced in the end to take her child 
away by means which one would not recom- 
mend. She went to the institution, and these 
eople were undoubtedly blufied into giving 
hae the custody of the child, but the child 
would have been returned in due course. 
Mr. Jenkins submitted that ‘in law no 
offence “ad been committed.

LANCASHIRE COAL

PROPRIETORS’ APPEAL 
TO LOYALTY. 


The question of the present ition of the 
Lancashire Coal industry, whith was raised a 
few days ago by Mr. John McGurk, President 
of the Lancashire and Chéshire Miners’ 
Federation, was considered at a meeting in 
Manchester yesterday of Lancashire and 
Cheshire colliery proprietors. 

A statement issued afterwards said that the 
colliery proprietors considered that Mr. 
McGurk had rendered a public service in 
drawing attention to the unemployment, which 
could be eliminated if Lancashire encouraged 
the present growing movement towards the 
use of Lancashire coal. i 

After referring to uneconomic price-cutting, 
the statement continued: ‘‘ It is the view of 
the Lagcashire coal industry that the seeming 
cheapness is nullified by the maintenance of 
the idle Lancashire miners, and by the reduced 
turn-over of businessmen from the retail 
traders of the colliery villages to the whole- 
oon, of the great cities ard towns of Lanca- 
shire. 

““ Besides the municipal authorities and co- 
operative societies to whom the miners’ presi- 
dent appealed, it is claimed that individuals 
and companies might be more loyal to Lanca- 
shire coal,”’ 

Manchester and Salford householders were 
not long ago buying nearly three-quariers of 
their coal from outside Lancashire, and, 
though they were now doing better, there was 
room for much improvement. 

The Lancashire colliery owners emphasise 
that questions of quality were not responsible 
for diversion of trade from the Lancashire 
collieries.”

“Our point of view is well known; for 
it has been consistently held by successive 
Governments since the War. We believe 
that the total cancellation of War debts 
and reparations would be the. best thing 
that could happen to the world as a 
whole; but, if it is going farther than 
American — is yet prepared to 
accept, ‘we shalt gladly discuss with our 
American friends, whenever they are 
ready to receive our representatives,’ the 
lines on which an agreement can be 
reached, bearing in mind two things which 
seem to us essential—first, that the settle- 
ment to be reached ‘must be a final 
settlement, and, secondly, that it ‘must 
be one which will not involve the resump- 
tion of the claim on Germany for repara- 
tions, which it was the object of the 
Lausanne settlement last year to end. 

“For the Lausanne settlement is the 
one substantial advance during the last 
few years in the troubled ‘history of 
Europe. 


DAWN OF AMITY. 


“Not only did it put an end .to the 
uncertainty and anxiety which attended 
all the previous efforts to adjust an im- 
possible situation, but it opened up new 
possibilities of a friendlier feeling between 
the. Kuropean nations, on which might be 
based more fruitful co-operation in other 
spheres. : ;

By January 23rd last year income tax 
payers had responded with £143,595,000, or

THRILLING WAR INCIDENT 
RECALLED. 


Among the appointments in the Royal Air 
Force announced is that of Flight-Lieutenant 
Alan Jerrard, V.C., to No, ó Flying Train 
ing School at Grantham. 

aeutenant Jerrard served in Italy during 
the war, and was given his V.C. for a series 
of attacks on enemy aeroplanes early in 1918 
when he displayed '“ bravery and ability of 
the very highest order.”’ 

When on patrol he attacked five enemy 
‘planes and shot down one in flames. Then 
he attacked an aerodrome from a height of 
only 50 feet, and, engaging single-handed 
some 19 machines which were either landing 
& attempting to take off, destroyed one of 
them. 

He next destroped a third machine, and 
only retreated, still engaged with five enemy 
machines, when ordered to do so by his 
patrol leader. 

“ Although apparently wounded,’’ the 
London Garette said, 'this very gallant 
officer turned repeatedly and attacked single- 
handed the pursuing machines until he was 
eventually LNgcs'y Fir by numbers and 
driven to the ground,”’

BIG TIMBER YARD BLAZE
